Madrid, February 4. - 

HE King having order’d by a Decree 
that the Galleons fhall depart by the 
15th of March at fartheft, the Council 
of the Indies have given notice of it to 
the Marquis de Caftel dos Rios, that he- 

may repair to Cadiz to embark for America and take 
upon him the Government of Peru: He is enjoynd to 
take no Frenchmen with him; but having had four 


along time in his Service, ’tis prefum’d he will 


tain Permiffion to take them’ with him, if he (as is 
reported) defigns it. Monfieur Daubanton has dif- 
patch’d a Courier to the King of France, to defire 
him to fend Orders to Thoulon for the Squadron 
that is defign’d to convoy the Galleons to the Weft- 
Indies, to {ail to joyn them with all Expedition. The 
Cabinet Council have at length (so the great Joy of 
the Nation) allow’d of the Exportation of Wooll and 
other Commodities to the Enemy’s Countries, pro- 
vided it be in Neutral Ships, and with French as 
well asSpanith Paffports : The Dealers in Wooll who 
follicited this Permiffion, are in Confideration thereof 
to pay the King 200000 Crowns under the Name of 
a Free Gift: And his Majefty has engag’d to procure 
the King of France’s Leave for Spanifh Woolls to be 
carried thro’ his Country, upon the Payment of a 
very moderate Impoft to be laid upon them by his 
oft Chriftian Majefty. Don Manuel de St-Martin, 
a hae to the Queen Dowager, is order’d'to retire 
from Toledo to Valladolid, where he is td receive 
further Order from the Prefident of the Chancery of 
that Place. The Caufe of his Difgrace is not yer 
known, The Report made to the King by the Mar- 
fhal de Theffe, of the Condition in which he found 
the Troops and Places on the Frontier of Portugal, 
and alfo of the Intelligence he had got of the Pofture 
of Affairs in Portugal with Relation to the enluing 
Campaign, was very much to the Satisfaction of the 
Court. And indeed, if things are as the Marshal re- 
prefented them, a fmall Army will be fufficienc on 
‘the Frontier (as he is faid to have advis’d) to oppofe 
the Enterprizes of the Portuguefe, who have not re- 
mounted their Horfe,nor taken due Pains to difcipline 
their Foor. The Decree publifh’d here, which lays 
a certain Tax upon Lands, Houfes, &c. among other 
things,enjoyns all Perfons to declare upon Oath what 
Eftate they are poffefs’d of. 
From theAmft.Cour.&Gaz.& Harl.Cour. Feb.24. 
Vienna, Feb. 11. The Malecontents of Hungary 
threaten to lay Siege to Buda and Pef&t with 14000 
Men, and we are under fome Apprekenfion for Buda. 
General Heifter being reinforc’d by the Regiments of 
Hanover and Gronsfeld, pafs'd over near Sandorf into 
the Ifland of Schur, to attack a Body of Malecon- 
tents commanded by Counr Caroli, who had plun- 
der’d Nichelfdorf, Somerin, and other Places: Bur 
they would not ftand him, chinking it better to har- 
rafs and Fatigue his Troops by putting them to fre- 
quent and toilfome Marches; and therefore retir’d 
over the Danube near Szereth. Since which the Com- 
munication berween this City and that General, is in 
great Meafure cut off by the Malecontents, who have 


burnt feveral Villages, after they had {eiz'd all the 
Horfes they found in them. General Heifter has fallen 
upon one of their Parties, kill’'d 200 of them,and taken 
foxse Horfes. General Glockelsberg is arriv’d trom 
Buda; he reports the Hungarians are determin’d to 
continue firm to and hazerg all for Prince Ragotski. 
Advice is come thar the 9th Inftant 1200 Male- 
contents pafs’d the River Marck, and advanc'd to 
Speigen, to pluuscr it as they had done Sertfdorf, 
Dreiling, and Ringelftort; but fome Regu'ar Troops 
and arm’d Peafants making Head againft them, 
oblig’d them te retire after they bad kiii’d 30 of 
them. The 1 roops that are detign’d to ferve in Iraly 
will put themfelves in Motion very fpeedily ; thofe 
of Saltzbourg are already on their March. Three 
Deputies from Bavaria are arriv’d here, on the Parc 
of the Clergy, the Nobility, and the Cities of that 
Country. ‘Tis rumour’d the Court have Ground for 
Sufpicion that the Electore(s of Bavaria is engag’d in 
a Defign to break the Treacy latcly concluded, and 
to expel the Imperialifts out of that Electorate; And 
thereupon ‘tis talk’d, thar the Emperor is about to 
fignifie to her by an exprefs Meffenger, that within 
a certain Number of Days the muft retire either to 
Rome or Bruffels, The Counts Wratiflau and Lam- 
berg are appointed to go to Bavaria with a Com- 
miifion from his Imperial Majefty, impowering them 
(‘tis faid) to take upon them the Adminiftrarion of the 
Government of that Country. , 

Ratisbon, Feb. 16. "Tis advis'd from Munich, that 
the Electorefs of Bavaria was co fer our from thence 
to day for Bertolfgaden, there to wait the coming of 
the Queen Dowager of Poland her Mother, in her 
Way from Rome to Gratz in Stiria. A fine Train 
of Artillery with Ammunition requifite, is getting 
ready to be fent to the Army in Italy; great part of 
which is to be drawn out of the Arfenal of Ingolftad ; 
And they write from Vienna the 12th Inftant, that 
the Court was cafting about how to fend fpeedy Suc- 
cours of Men and Money thither.

Frankfort, Feb. 18. The Count de Frife has been 
here feveral days, but will {peedily return to Landau 
to fee that the Fortifications of that Place be per- 
fectly repair’d, and that in all other refpects it be pur 
into'a fit State of Defence. The laft Advices from 
Ratisbon faid, the Cardinal de Lamberg the Em- 
peror’s chief Commiffioner to the Diet, was expected 
to arrive there this day from Paffau.
